RADIO GIVE-AWAY BAN.

In rules which were to have been 
put into effect October 1, 1949, 
the Federal Communication Com- 
mission was to stop the giant multi- 
million dollar “Give-away’’ shows. 
Federal Courts in Chicago and New 
York already have imposed injunc- 
tions to stop the move until it can 
be given a test case. It is a question 
which only a court of law can 
decide. 

Still there are points which must 
be seen first. This law, Section 316 
of the Communications Act, was 
written about twenty years ago by 
the Congress of ‘the United States. 
At the same time they created the 
FCC to inforce the laws which they 
had just written. In other words 
Congress said that if anybody broke 
those laws, the FCC were to bring 
them to court and try to convict 
them. 

Secondly, it may be “Old fash- 
ioned” but it was written to protect 





the average listener. In part the 
law, Section 316, says that “No 
person or station which needs a 
license shall broadcast any adver- 
tisement of or information comcerning 
any lottery, gift enterprise, or sim- 
ilar scheme, offering prizes depend- 
ant in whole or part upon lot or 
chance or any list of the prizes 
drawn or awarded.” 

Some of the programs affected 
are the “Quiz Kids”, “Hunting and 
Fishing Club of the Air’, and 
“Breakfast in Hollywood.” All the 
major radio networks are fighting 
the loss of these programs by getting 
injuctions against the FCC. These 


; networks are claiming that the law 


does not mean them. The hest law- 
yers in the country will battle it out 
in court next mounth. 

Whether or not the FCC wins the 
case will be up to a judge. The FCC 
is just carrying out the law and so 
when or if they win the case, don’t 
blame the FCC, blame our Federal 
Government.

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1949 FOOTBALL REVIEW

The gods of chance did not turn 
their backs on Rindge this year 
until the final game with arch rival 
Somerville High. Although Tech lost 
to New Bedford and Leominster 
before falling to Nunziato and com- 
pany, there are good reasons ‘for 
both of these losses. In the New 
Bedford game, and I use the term 
jokingly, the officials were the fifth, 
sixth, and seventh men in the New 
Bedford backfield. 

The sudden switch of the Leomin- 
ister game from Russell 
Leominister of course had a _ bad 
psychological affect on Fratto and 
his cohorts. 

Despite three losses of which two 
were questionable, Tech compiled a 
great record on the gridiron. Six 
wins over the year against B.C. High, 
Woburn, Norwood, Keith Academy, 
Chelsea, and C.H.L.S. is nothing to 
sneeze at. "While compiling 166 points 
Rindge allowed only 80 to be scored 
against them as against 52—114 last 
year. 

The only club to shutout the Gal- 
liganmen was Leominster, 14 to 0. 
Tech held opposition scorless in four 
games. B.C. High (31—0), Norwood 
(33—0), Chelsea (19—0), and C.H. 
L.S. (12—0) were Rindge’s shutout 
victims. 

The Tech eleven climbed into Tth 
place in class B standings, as com- 
pared with 12th place last year and 
18th place in 1947.

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HOW T0 BUY A USED CAR 


by W. L. Strickland 





‘The process of buying a used gad 
is a very long one. First of all, let 
us think of jthe interior. The seats 
and upholstery should be very clean 
and not torn. If the inner liner of 
the top part covering of the uphol- 
stery is torn, find out how much it 
will cost to replace it. If it is dirty 
find out if it can be cleaned. You’ 
must be sure that the cushions are 
not worn, or that they have seat 
covers. | 

On the engine part of the process 
there are some minor things that 
are important. For instance, look 
closely to see if it is clean and be 
sure to see if the starter housing is 
clean and free of grease. There are 
two reasons for this. One is that if 
there is a lot of oil and grease and 
it looks fresh, it means that the 
motor either slings ail or it is an 
oil burner. Also, try ‘starting. it 
two or three times to see how hard 
it starts. If the dealer lets you take 
it out, try the brakes and clutch 
to find out if the clutch slips. If so, 
speak of it and try to get the price 
lowered. Also, while you are trying 
it out drive about 25 miles an hour, 
then release the gas pedal so that 
you are not feeding any gas and then 
step on the gas hard and find out 
how the car takes hold again. In 
that way you are not only testing 
the clutch, but you are also testing 
the universal and differential. Keep 
a close eye on the oil pressure gauge, 
the ampere meter, and the heat 
indicator | to see that they are 
working properly. 

While you have your car out alone, 
drive into a service station and have 
the attendant drain the transmission 
and rear end of grease, and put in 
new lubricant. This is for your own 
protection, for many times dealers 
put sawdust in these places so they 
operate quietly and do not roar as 
they would if they are worn. As 
for the price of the gréase, you might 
lose on that if you don’t buy the 
the car, but if you do it has new 
grease in the rear end and trans- 
mission. On the other hand, if 
there is sawdust there, you have 
saved yourself a considerable amount 
of money that otherwise you might 
have had to spend for a new trans- 
mission and rear end. 

As for the tires, check for knots 
or bumps at the walls of each tire; 
find out whether they are new or 
retreads, and be sure to look at the 
spare too. 

Naturally, the most obvious thing 
to look at is the paint job, and this 
also requires a close check to see 
whether the fenders have been bent 
or a tin knocker has worked the car 
over carefully. A good paint job 
ean cover a multitude of sins. 

While driving the car, and if you 
can do so without impeding traffic, 
play the steering wheel from side to 
side to see how much play there is 
in the steering apparatus. Putting 
on your brakes suddenly is also a 
good idea. This will show you not 
only how soon you stop, but whether 
or not the brakes pull to one side. 

If all these conditions are met sat- 
isfactorily, and the price pn your 
you have a good buy

Mr. John William Wood, who retired last summer, was head 
master of our school for longer than any of us can remember, longer 
than most of the teachers can remember. At this time, therefore, 
it is only fitting and proper that we stop to think about what he has 
done for our school and for us. 

He came to Rindge as a boy, entering when the school was only 
in its third year. In those days, with only a handful of boys in 
school, everybody knew everybody else by his first name. But even 
in a handful there must be some who are outstanding, and John 
Wood was a born leader. As a student he took a vital interest in 
everything of an extra-curricular nature; he was an officer in the 
fire brigade, and interested in the promotion of athletics—in those 
days progress of the team really meant something to each and 
every boy in the school — he was also an editor of the Register. 

Yet he was successful in his studies, and when he left Rindge 
it was to enter Harvard College. 

He graduated from Rindge in 1893, but left only to complete his 
education. Graduating from Harvard in 1898, he returned to help 
Mr. Rindge work out the new type of secondary education which 
was unique then but has been almost universally accepted now. 

He was appointed head of the Science Department, and later 
Head Master. He worked untiringly for the welfare and growth of 
the school, and built it up from its small beginning to the fine insti- 
tution it is now. Thousands of our alumni remember his friendly 
sympathy and encouragement. We of the three upper classes re- 
member too his high ideals of good citizenship and morality and 
sportsmanship. We remember his warm interest in our class affairs, 
in our athletic teams, and in our success in life. We hope that he 


and Mrs. Wood will enjoy many more years of good health.

SOMERVILLE DROPS 58TH 
ANNUAL GAME TO RINDGE

A crowd of 7500 filled the Tufts 
Oval to witness the 57th renewal of 
the traditional Rindge - Somerville 
turkey day classic. This ‘s the second 
oldest of the school boy classics in 
the U.S. with Somerville still having 
the edge in the series with 24 wins 
Rindge. Thirteen games 
ended in ties. Who ever said that 
past records meant little in this dra- 
matic contest certainly said a mouth- 
ful, for Somerville was picked to 
beat Rindge by at least 2 touchdowns 
because they had more man power 
on the bench.

THE C AP CADETS

The Civil Air Patrol became an 
auxilary of the Army Air Force, 
April 29, 1948. During the last war, 
members of the C. A. P. volunteered 
with their own planes and radios to 
set up a series of special coastal 
patrol bases to fly on watch. In cases 
of’ extreme emergencies C.A.P. fliers 
were allowed to carry bombs. 


More than 24,000,000 miles, over 
water flying in single-motor land 
planes, was done by the C.A.P. from 
bases covering the entire Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts. 


If you are between the ages of 15 
and 18 and you would like to win 
your wings as a Gunner, Bombardier, 
Navigator, or Pilot of an A.A.F. 
air combat crew, the training is a 
springboard into the Army Air Force 
and for the day you will fly your own 
plane. 


The C. A. P. Cadet courses consist 
of practical training in the military 
and pre- aviation subjects. You will 
learn Military Leadership and Com- 
mand, Courtesy and Discipline, Infan- 
try drill. Safe Guarding Information 
Articles of War, Interior Guard 
Duty, Duties of Command and Staff 
Officers, Military Correspondence, 
Operations, Orders, and Firearms. 
You will also be taught the theory 
of Flight, Aircraft Construction, 
Power Plants, Instrum-nts. Map and 
Photograph Reading, Air Navigation, 
Meterolgy, Civil Air Regulations, 
Control Tower procedure, Observation 
and Recconnaissance, and many other 
subjects. 


As a C.A.P. Cadet you will wear 
the same khaki uniform as the enlist- 
ed men in the United States Army. 
Part of your uniform will be the 
distinguishing C.A.P.C. silver pins, 
insignia, and red shoulder straps. 


You will be taught pkysical pre- 
paredness. The Army Air Forces is 
no place for a softy. You have to be 
fit physically as well as mentally! C 
A P training will teach you to march 
like « soldier chin up and on the 
alert. Many applicants for the A 
A F air combat crew lose out. be- 
cause of minor disabilities that can 
ve corrected if caught in time. 


A good knowledge of radio com- 
munications. may save your life 
someday. You will be taught to 
send and receive messayes; also to 
use a blinker or a buzzer in Inter- 
national Morse Code. 


You will be taught to protect 
yourself on the ground as well a in 
the air. When you are in any part 
of the world, you will want to know 
how to protect yourself against gas 
and incendiaries and a little about 
camouflage as well. A knowledge of 
first aid is one of the most import- 
ant studies you can undertake, not 
only to save yourself or a comrade 
in an emergency, but to form habits 
of safety.

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UNCH SYSTEM COMES 
TO THE CAMBRIDCE HIGH SCHOOLS

; The Federal Lunch System was organized in 1946 by Pres- 
ident Truman through an act of Congress. This new lunch system 
was tried in hundreds of high schools and grammar schools all 
over the United States before it was introduced in Cambridge 


Schools, September 1950. 


The Federal Lunch System has been 


established recently in the high schools, but eventually it will be 
instituted in every public school in Cambridge. The Federal Lunch 
System in Cambridge is under the direction of a Supervisor and 


his capable assistants. 


The menu is planned so that every meal contains two ounces 
of protein in some form. Every meal must be a balanced meal 
with soup, rich in vegtable as well as protein stock, a hot plate, 
consisting of potao, meat, a neutral vegetable, desert, in ad- 
dition to milk. Sometimes the meat lacks sufficient protein, in that 
case peanut butter, which is high in protein, is used to make up 
the deficiency. Bread must also be served with all meals. The fol- 
lowing is a meal. I am going to use an example to show how the 
meal is balanced and the necessary amount of protein is secured. 

Clam Chowder 
Baked Macaroni and Cheese with Tomato 
Bread and Peanut Butter 
Baked Apple ne Custard Sauce 


All for 25 cents 


Clam chowder has fish which contains protein; Baked Maca- 
roni is the starchy food; Cheese is a dairy product high in protein 
Tomato is the vegetable; Bread and Peanut Butter, high in pro- 
tein, is used to make up the deficiency in protein; Baked Apple 
adds to the balance of the meal; Custard Sauce contains eggs, rich 
in protein, and finally milk which is served with all meals. 

A typical menu for the week of January 27, 1951 to January 
26; 1951 at a daily cost of twenty-five cents is as follows:

There were more 
people killed in the history of man. 
In case of disaster, the law says 
that the police department can de- 
mand the services of any passerby. 
How much ‘better it would be, to be 
trained; so that while you are pro- 
tecting others, you can also protect 
yourself. 

The Auxiliary fire department is 
needed in peacetime as well as war 
time. Suppose the block you live in 
caught on fire, the whole Cambridge 
fire department could not control 
the blaze in that case. The Auxiliary 
firemen would be called out, as in 
the case of hurricanes, earthquakes, 
etc. 

All Auxiliary firemen are going 
to be supplied with an outfit which 
weighs less than ten pounds. It con- 
sists of boots, helmet, gloves and a 
suit made of neoprene which will 
protect you against radioactive heat. 

The «Auxiliary Fire Department 
hopes to build its force to a thous- 
and men. Now they have only one 
hundred and sixty. 

Under the direction of Lieutenant 
Cook, a graduate of Rindge in 1931, 
the Auxiliary will be well trained in 
the event of disaster in peacetime 
or war. All that is required is two

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A WELCOME TO OUR NEW HEADMASTER 





The Cambridge Manual Training School was founded by Mr. 
Frederick H. Rindge in 1888, and. the song “Hail Rindge” informs 
us it was “the pioneer of all thy kind.” 


The little red brick building containing just a handful of boys 
had for that day some thorougly unorthodox educational feature’s 
an organized and active fire department, a school band, and 
carpentry, forge, and machinery shops. 

Over the years the school has been subject to many changes. 
In 1898 it became the Rindge Manual Training School and again 
in 1911, the Rindge Technical School, each change involvng a rad- 
ical departure in the course of introduction and designed to keep 
the school abreast of new trends in education. 


Up until this year Rindge has had but three head-masters: 
Mr. Harry Ellis, Mr. Charles H. Morse, and Mr. John W. Wood. 


An interesting sidelight is that everyone of the present 
teachers joined the staff during Mr Wood’s regime. 

With the appontment of Mr. Francis T. McCabe as headmaster. 
we enter another era of the school’s history. 


The School Committee’s choice of Mr. McCabe was an excel- 
lent one, for in choosing him they selected not only the man who 
finished first in the competitive examination for the position, but 
also 2 man who is extremely popular with student and teacher 
alike, 


For many years Mr. McCabe was the right-hand man of Mr. 
Wood, and this along with his thorough grounding in the technical 
school of this type of education as well as his experience as Direc- 
tor of the National Defense Training Courses during World War 
II contributed largely to his selection as Headmaster.

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THEODORE ROOSEVELT 





Nearly a ,century ago, in New 
York City, Theodore Roosevelt came 
into this world to cheer his young 


parents. But on beholding their child | 


struggling for breath, they wondered 
if he would live to reach manhood.

Theodore was cer- 
tainly not a coward. He tried to de- 
fend himself but was unable to do 
so because of his weak body. His re- 
solution to conquer this weakness 
drove him on to harder work, and a 
grim determination to win out. 
Therefore, he decided to take boxing 
lessons, which he kept up while at 
Harvard. 

Studying law, after graduating 
from college, was one way he had 
chosen to make his city a better place 
to live. He had already learned that 
would 
be attained if he could make New 
York City a better place for others 
to live. Was it any wonder then that 
he entered the politcal field? Elected 
to the Assembly, Roosevelt saw many 
dishonest politicians and thought that 
every decent man should fight such 
wrong. But. he was mistaken. Most 
cared but he, himself, was determined 
to do what he could to correct these 
abuses. Fight he did. He was twice 
re-elected to office because he loved 
truth and honesty and — worked 
hard. 

He loved out of doors and went

HARLEM LEADER SPEAKS

The Civie Unity Committee brought - 
to Cambridge, a short time ago,the 
Rev. James H. Robinson, eminent 
Harlem leader who has served with 
distiction in many civic organizations 
dealing with interracial problems. 
The interracial camps he has organ- 
ized in New Hampshire, the aid he 
has given in establishing a scholar- 
ship and Aid Fund for Negro Stu- 
dents in nonsegregated colleges, and 
his untiring work in establishing 
Suydenham as the first non segra- 
gated hospital, all give testimony 
of his dynamic leadership. 


Mr. Robinson spoke both at C.H. 
L.S. and Rindge on “Miracles at 
Work”. 

Rev, Robinson has published a 


book entitled “Road Without Turn- 
ing”, It is an absorbing story of the 
progress from childhood to middle 
age of a Negro boy in a disrict of 
wtthe Knoxville slums, called the Bot- 
toms. That boy is now the respected 
pastor of Harlem’s Church of the 
Master. 

He tells how people looked down 
on him as if he were not human; 
how he was forced ‘to wait at the end 
of lines and how he was even spit 
upon. He tells of his troubles in be- 
coming a minister, even against par- 
ent’s dissaproval, Boiling hatreds, 
revenge, gangs and lonliness were 
his early experiences. 

Rev. Robinson was heard with 
the utmost attention, and every one 


| enjoyed all he had to say about pres- 


ent day conditions in interracial 
relations. He was serious in his 
speech, and at times, made his aud- 
ience chuckle and laugh. 

He is now on .a world tour on 
which he will make various speeches 
wherever he stops.

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RINDGE ALUMNUS HONORED

Captain Myles A. King, class of 
1936, son of the Cambridge Chief 
of police, John R. King, has won 
great acclaim in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps as a jet pilot. Myles enlisted 
in the Marines shortly after his 
graduation from Rindge. Upon the 
completion of his enlistment in 1940 
World War II being in progress 
overseas, Myles joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force to aid in the 
destruction of dictatorships. He receiv- 
ed his commision as a flight officer, 
and went overseas with a Canadian 
squadron. Myles flew 40 missions in 
combat against the Nazis. When the 
U. S. entered the war,’ young King 
transferred to the American Air Force 
On his 35th American mission he was 
forced down over Occuppied France 
destroyed his plane to prevent its 
falling into enemy hands; andi joined 
the French Underground Movement 
upon his rescue from the Germans by 
the Marquis. 


He served with the French oder 
ground for six months, but was fin- 
ally arrested by the German Gestapo. 
Since Captain King was in civilian 
clothes when captured, he was’ accus- 
ed of being a spy, and condemned to 
be shot. A special ruling by Field 
Marshal Goering, himself, saved King 
and another young flier from facing 
a firing squad, but he was sentenced 
to the infamous Buchenwald prison 
camp. He was transferred twice to 
other prison camps deep in Germany 
after the Allied landings in France, 
but Captain King was eventually lib- 
erated by an armored column from 
General Patton’s Third Army. 

After World War II Myles re- 
turned to civilian life. However, 
when trouble began to rear its ugly 
head again in Europe, Captain King 
was recalled to active duty. He is 
now stationed with the Army Air 
Force in Munich, Germany.

the task of designing a new housing 
unit. Before determining the exact 
size, the number of families to be 
accommodated had to be set. Once 
again the Planing Board furnished 
this information. Any proposal 
must contain provisions for as 
many family units as were removed. 
The boys decided that 6 six-story el- 


evator apartments and 10 three- 
story walk-up apartments would 
provide the necessary accommoda- 


tions. The type and architecture is 
original with the boys. 

Parking areas for over 300 cars, 
planned areas for recreation, a 
central heating plant, and extensive 
lawns with appropiate landscaping 
were determined. Some 160 smaii 
trees, made of lichen» moss, were 
constructed; 300 telephone and light- 
ing poles were made and _ located; 
sidewalks and other features had to 
be planned to a scale of 26 ft. equal 
to one inch. 

A drawing of the site, the blue 
print of which had to be made in 
Boston because of the size, has been 


executed; and the floor plans and 
water color prints of the buildings 
have been drawn. 

Finally a colored film has been 
made with a synchronized tape re- 
cording that explains the picture. 


This will be shown at the proper 
time. 

The project, in its final form, 
represents the work of many boys, 
and has consumed over 3000 school 
periods. It has resulted in creating 
in the students a keen conception 
of what such a project means to the 
city and the effects it will have 
upon the citizens.
